Some were con cern ed 
to discover that in formation ex­ 
tracted from cables could be 
passed on to the treasury or oth­ 
er authorities. 
They were equally startled to 
be told by Wilson that this ca­ 
ble-vettin g process has been 
g oin g on sin ce 1927.

Wilson an d his advisers in sist 
two such n otices warn that ref­ 
eren ces to the activities an d 
methods of security men can 
on ly put spies on their g uard.

Army General Relishes His Active Role In Viet Nam 


Open Hou§e At Knob Noster Parsonage

WAR ZONE C, Vietnam (AP) 
— 
His 
troops 
say he’s 
a 
“ trooper’s general.’’ A fellow 
brigadier calls him “ one of the 
finest generals in Vietnam.” 
Brig. Gen. John R. Deane Jr. 
rides shotgun on his own heli­ 
copter and relishes every teeth- 
ratiling minute of it. 
Deane — a West Pointer who 
holds a master’s degree from 
George Washington University 
and spent a dozen years in the 
Pentagon — was first to hit the 
silk Feb. 22 when American 
troops made their first combat 
parachute jump of the Vietnam 
war. 
He led the assault as com­ 
mander of the 173rd Airboene 
Brigade, an elite outfit of para­ 
troopers. Deane, 47, slim and an 
inch under fi feet, took it over 
Dec, 28. 
His first day, Deane grabbed 
an automatic rifle, seated him­ 
self in the doorway of his heli­ 
copter and 
whirred 
daylong 
over his maneuvering troops, 
darting and dipping three-top 
high, running things and landing 
often to meet the men 
“ He took command right from 
the 
start.” 
says 
Robert 
A. 
Mrsich, the brigade’s sergeant 
major. ‘‘He got with the troops 
immediately and that's where 
he’s stayed.” 
Mrsich, of Clarksville, Tenn., 
has 21 years in the Army and 
returns to the United States this 
month. “ T hate to be going 
home,” he says. “ I’ve wanted to 
serve with a man like this all 
my career. 
“ He’ll go anywhere he thinks 
he’s needed. Into a hot landing 
zone to pull out a wounded 
trooper, or right in on a raging 
firelight to lay down suppres­ 
sive fire on the VC.” 
His 
helicopter 
has 
taken 
countle.ss hits. 
Such behavior by a general Is 
not without criticism. 
“ I’m aware,” he says with his 
gray-blue eyes glistening, “ that 
some people say it is not a gen­ 
eral’s job to go into battles. Rut 
I say if a patrol is down there 
fighting, guys wounded and oth­ 
ers working for their lives — 
what can you do?—I’ll go down 
to help whenever I can. 
“ I’m not going to stay at 2,500 


feet and watch my guys in trou­ 
ble. 
“ Sure, I’m emotionally at­ 
tached to them. You don’t stand 
on a riverbank and watch a 
friend go under. You help any 
way you can.” 
But Deane is not flamboyant. 
His workaday manner is re­ 
laxed and reflective. He refers 
to himself as “ Uncle Jack,” and 
uses it as his radio code name. 
He 
came 
to 
Vietnam 
13 
months ago as chief of staff of 
the 1st Field Force at Nha 
Trang, and later became assist­ 
ant under Maj. Gen. William De- 
Puy of the Isit Infantry Division.

James Holling­ 
sworth, also an assistant com­ 
mander with the 1st, rates 
Deane this way; 
“ He is a brilliant tactician. He 
is a great general because he

out. The reprimand was lifted.” 


Deane was born in San Fran­ 
cisco and spent several of his 
early years traveling with his 
father — a retired major gener­ 
al who wrote the book “ Strange 
Alliance” after serving as head 
of the U.S. military mission in 
Moscow 1943-45, 


The youngster Deane spent 
1932-34 in China, which he aavs 


is making the war here so im­ 
portant. 
“ China, is putting it up to us, 
putting the pressure on,” he 
says. “ They want to see how 
much we can take and Vietnam 
just happens to be the place we 
are making our stand. We’ve 
got to show our strength right 
here or we’ll be forced to show 
it closer to home next time. 
“ I can’t say that any of my 
boys like fighting, like killing. 
But they like each other, they 
like their unit — and that makes 
them fight. They are brave as 
hell. 
“ My job — our job as officers 
— is to get these boys back to 
their parents whole and healthy. 
“ But we’ve got a war to fight. 
And there’s going to be some 
people hurt. You can be sure, 
though, we’ll do everything we 
can to get them home okay.”

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— A new family of satellites is 
on the drawing boards and they 
could chang e the course of his­ 
tory . 
They could help p rev ent natu­ 
ral disasters. They could elimi­ 
nate w ars born of starv ation 
by help ing 
p rov ide 
food 
for 
two-thirds of the world’s p eop le 
no w inadequately 
fed. 
They 
could help lift underdev elop ed 
nations from p ov erty by locat­ 
ing unknown reserv es of oil

craft, called E arth Resources

WASHINGTON — No w th at a ju iy h as 
co nvicted Bo bby Baker and th e Ho u se h as 
« lapped do wn Adam Clayto n Po well, th e 
pu blic is watch ing to see wh at th e Senate 
will do abo u t Sen. To m Do dd, D-Co nn. 
Th e Senate Eth ics Co mmittee h as pain­ 
stakingly tracked do wn financial reco rds 
pro ving o u r ch arge th at Do dd po cketed 
th o u sands o f do llars in campaign co ntribu ­ 
tio ns. One co m mittee so u rce estim ates th at 
th e Senato r diverted abo u t $500,000 fro m h is 
campaign treasu ry to h is perso nal u se. 
Th is is six tim es mo re th an th e $8 0,000 
in po litical fu nds th at Bo bby Baker was 
co nvicted o f taking with o u t repo rting th e 
extra inco me o n h is tax retu rns. Do dd also 
neglected to pay taxes o n th e campaign 
fu nds h e stu ffed in h is o wn po ckets. 
Last year, Do dd asked th e Senate Eth ics 
Co mmittee to investigate o u r ch arges and 
o ffered h is full co o peratio n. Obvio u sly, h e 
expected h is co lleagu es to wh itewash th e 
ch arges and clear h is name. \^1ien h e dis­ 
co vered th at th e co mmittee was serio u sly 
digging into th e evidence, h e tried to blo ck 
th e investigatio n th at h e, h imself, h ad re­ 
qu ested.

“ Allo w me to th ank yo u again,” wro te 
Do dd, “ fo r yo u r genero u s o ffer to co me to 
Co nnecticu t to assist me in my fo rth co ming 
campaign, . . I wish I co u ld co nvey to yo u 
h o w enth u siastic everyo ne is abo u t yo u r 
visit and h o w mu ch it will assist me in 
getting my cam paign drive u nder way.” 
Asked abo u t h is participatio n in bo th th e 
1961 and 1963 testimo nial dinners fo r Do dd, 
President Jo h nso n to ld a press co nference 
o n April 22, 1966: “ I h ave no info rmatio n 
abo u t any dinner h eld fo r anyo ne to o b­ 
tain fu nds fo r perso nal u se; no ne I h ave 
ever attended th at I knew were being h eld 
fo r th at pu rpo se.”

eo ns” and $221.7 5 to th e Co ngressio nal Co u n­ 
try Club fo r “ po litical m eetings.” Sch neid­ 
e r’s tu rned o u t to h e th e liqu o r sto re wh ere 
Do dd bu ys bo o ze, and th e bills fro m th e 
Co u ntry Clu b sh o w th e entire $221.7 5 was 
spent by Do dd’s family fo r swimming and 
snacks. 
Even if Do dd co u ld co nvince th e Senate 
th at th e co ntribu tio ns to h is testim o nial din­ 
ners were intended as perso nal rath er th an 
po litical do natio ns, h e wo u ld still be in 
tro u ble.

HE'S A GREAT GIRL,” the young man 
0 told me proudly as he drove me 
back to my hotel. 
1 had been on a speaking tour across the coun­ 
try and had spent the evening at the home of this 
young man and his wife. Things were not going 
well for them. Not only had he lost his job, but 
I gathered that for some time before that he—a 
supersalesman, a real whiz at promotion—had 
been in a prolonged slump. 
Despite this, his wife was as bright, as good- 
natured, as filled with expectation of good things 
to come as anyone I'd ever seen. 
Her philosophy about slumps was both honest 
and courageous. “A slump is something you have 
to live with and get adjusted to—if you fight it, 
you’ll never get out of it.” 
“She’s a great girl,” her husband was now 
telling me. I had to agree. She and all the rest 
of them—the greatest. I have known several gen­ 
erations of women in this country, and I have 
never seen anything as magnificent as the young 
woman of today. 
At the time, I w as writing a book in which a 
girl named Mellie was the all-important wife of 
my chief character. She had married the most 
eligible young man in town, a $50,000-a-year in­ 
vestment counselor, and then found that he want­ 
ed to give it all up and become a minister. 
Would she accept this decision? I had to find 
out what the typical worldly wise young woman 
in this country (of whom I had heard such hair- 
raising tales) would do. What would happen? 
So by train, plane, bus, and car I covered most 
of the major cities, a good many lush suburbs, a 
lot of towns. I did more than make speeches. 
I was invited to homes; I made friends; I had 
discussions. I found there was an intense desire 
on the part of these young women from 18 to 32 
to talk honestly about themselves. 
Let me give you a few impressions of these 
modern young women and the lives they lead. 
I’d like to start with a small but. to me, vital 
incident involving one girl. In a socially exclusive 
suburb of San Francisco, I met a two-aeasons-old 
debutante who was beautiful enough to justify 
her family’s expectation that she would marry 
very well. Well enough, perhaps, to put the fam­ 
ily back financially where it had been before her 
father guessed wrong on a couple of things. But 
she had just met a penniless young soldier, and 
they had fallen in love, 
I was at her parents’ large home when she 
came in with her suitor at cocktail time. He 


struck me as a remarkable young fellow but 
supersensitive, the sort of man whose hopes and 
dreams could easily be upset by this girl from a 
well-to-do world. I wondered whether she was the 
right one for him. 
But then this girl did something I shall never 
forget. We were in the living room when she 
came in and sat on the arm of her mother’s chair. 
She held out her left hand and said in a voice that 
plainly wa,s love, “L<K)k, Mother—look what Jim 
has given me.” 
It was a diamond, unquestionably an engage­ 
ment ring. But the diamond was about as big as 
the end of a match. I think it was the smallest 
one I had ever seen. 
Now it would have been natural—and fatal— 
if the girl had been defensive or defiant about 
her small diamond. But when she looked down at 
the ring and then up at the man she loved, the 
stone grew into the biggest diamond in the world. 
It represented all the love, faith, and strength 
that lay ahead of them. 
I saw her mother liKik at the girl’s glowing 
eyes and then say with what sounded like com­ 
plete sincerity, ‘‘Why, darling—it’s lovely!” No 
one, I think, could have resisted the love shining 
in the girl’s eyes._

These young women know how to love—and 
how to work. With ease, enjoyment, and incred­ 
ible competence, the modern wife is transporta­ 
tion manager (one child to the dentist, a second 
to the Boy Scouts, dancing lessons for the third). 
cook, repairman, puppy walker, nurse. She is 
active in church, charity, and political work. And 
she still manages to be loving and good-humored 
when her husband gets home late for dinner. 
She also can be bluntly honest. I’ll never for­ 
get one call I made with a grandmother who had 
been the chairman of a meeting I'd attended. She 
was 45 or 50 but looked younger—and knew it. 
She wanted me to meet her daughter, who hadn’t 
been able to go to our meeting. We ran into trou­ 
ble when we got to the house. It was a mesa. The 
beds weren’t made, the sink was full of dishes, 
the children were yelling. 
Mama wasn’t tactful. And my presence didn’t 
help since all the way out she had regaled me 
with her daughter’s graduation magna cum laude 
from Stanford and her high potential as a young 
woman who might become a power with other 
women in her state. 
“I never saw anything like this,” she told her 
daughter. Then she made another acid remark— 
and suddenly the girl exploded. 
‘‘Let me tell you something!” she said. “I’m 


always hearing about older women like you who.se 
children are married or in college.

_ It was shortly before Christmas, and I was 
spending an evening at the home of a young 
newspaperman. Edwin Howard, and his wife 
Olivia. There also were a number of other young 
housewives and mothers there. 
I will always remember our discu.ssion about 
Christmas. They had a feeling, they said, that 
Ive were forgetting it was k holy day. Someone 
said we ought to have two holidays the way they 
do in some countries in Europe—St. Nicholas 
Day, for gift-giving and parties, and Christmas, 
a holy day of prayer and fa.sting when Christ is 
reborn in our hearts. 
The women looked at each other. I could .see 
that .something was taking shape in their alert 
young minds. 
“When was St. Nicholas Day celebrated?” one 
of them asked. 
“I think it was December 6,” someone answered. 
“That was when St. Nick came and brought the 
presents. That’s how we got Santa Claus.” 
“It is sort of difficult to mix Santa Claus with 
the birth of the Christ,” Olivia Howard remarked. 
“It might be an idea to try two holidays,’* 
.someone said.

At 50, he says, “You don’t

h e r e a re h u n d r e d s o f sta rs in Hollywood but 
only a handful of superstars whose names are 
box-office attractions throughout the world. 
Astoundingly, most of the male superstars—men like John 
Wayne; Cary Grant, Jimmy Stewart—are in their 50s and 60s. 
Why has none of these actors been replaced in popularity and 
box-office appeal by younger men? 
Let’s take a good look at Gregory Peck, age 50 and a func­ 
tioning superstar. 
His longevity is no accident. David Miller, who directed him 
in “Captain Newman, M.D.” and “The Bells of Hell Go Ting-a- 
Ling-a-Ling,” told me, “Audiences feel comfortable when they 
see Greg on the screen. They know that any film he is in assures 
a certain high standard. He’s a professional, and his involve­ 
ment in a film is total.’’ 
This dedication doesn’t always make Peck easy to work with, 
however. Miller and Peck clashed a few times during their 
first film together. 
''Before Grog wont Into a sceno/ it had to be absolutely 
clear in his mind what he was doing,’’ Miller said. “I was con­ 
cerned that he didn’t have sufficient confidence in me as a di­ 
rector and was questioning what I was doing. After a few 
days, I could tell that most of his questions were justified. 
After that, we got along well.” 
Peck himself agrees that it is this involvement that has kept 
him on top of the ladder for so long. “Film people don’t sur­ 
vive as long as I have by being told what to do and how to do 
it. Certainly not any more,” he told me. 
“Those of us who have done well over the years have, out 
of necessity, become our own producers. Even if we don t get 
the credit, we perform these functions by selecting stories, 
approving directors, and, whenever possible, costars.” 
How thorough Peck is about his work becomes apparent 
when you look at his copy of a script. It has as many notes about 
story points and other reminders scribbled on its margins 
as the director has on his script. 
Most of the movies Peck has made to date have won critical 
acclaim, and “To Kill a Mockingbird” earned him an Academy 
Award. His newest movie, “The Stalking Moon,” which he is 
producing in association with Universal, will probably net him 
a considerable amount of money as well as new critical plaudits. 
Peck does not feel that publicity is essential in keeping an 
actor in the top group, and consequently only the most essen­ 
tial facts are known about his private life. 
Peck's first wH* was boauticlan Grata Rica# from whom 
he was divorced in 1954. They had three sons, Jonathan, Ste- 
phen, and Carey Paul. The following year he married French 
newspaper writer Véronique Passani, the mother of Anthony, 
born in 1956, and Cecilia, bom in 1958. 
Peck is one of the richest actors in Hollywood, but although 
he lives in an elegant home in Brentwood and drives a Bentley, 
his wealth is never thrown in your face as happens with Crosby. 
Hope, Sinatra, and others. His career is important to him but 
not to the point where it shuts out all other interests. 
“I want to be useful,” he told me. “I don’t just want to go 
around shepherding my own career.” 
A few of his most recent extracurricular activities included 
a 26-city trip for the Cancer Society of America and work 
with the National Council of Arts and several other charities 
to which he contributes time but which he seldom discusses. 
It is obvious that Peck’s coworkers like him but are not 
close to him. And he himself seems to value respect more than 
the back-slapping intimacy so common on Hollywood sets. 
Because Peck is not as gregarious as most of his fellow 
actors, shuns the limelight, and has a sense of humor that is 
subtle rather than slapstick, he has sometimes been thought 
of as dull and even pompous. Those who know him know better. 
As for Peck, he couldn’t care less—as long as he is respected 
as a father, an actor, and a human being. ♦
